On their way ou, they 
were unable to survey the country be- 
tween here and the Sturgeon, owing 
to the crops being still unharvested. 
Now all the grain is cut and the party 
left again yesterday to complete ‘the 
running of levels between the Stur- 
geon and town. They come! in for 
good on Sunday or) Monday. 

—-While working at the farm of 
Napoleon Larue, Spruce Grove, Mon- 
day afternoon last S. Eccles & Co.’s 
thresher was destroyed >y fire. A 
spark from the engine ignited the 
wheat stack from which the machine 
was being fed andj before’ the separa- 
tor could be removed the flames spread 
to it and to two other small stacks 
nearby. The segarator was a toral 
loss. A‘bout 300 bushels of wheat 
were destroyed. The machine was 
owned by S. Eccles, Napoleon and 
Louis Gagne ind L. A. Guinette. Mr. 
Eccles telegraphed away Wednesday 
for a new thresher and if possible will 
get one up ir time to aid in this sea- 
son’s work. 

—C. W. Mathers, pbotcgrapher, has 
now finished a vumpber of the plates 
tukeu by bim on his trip tw the Arctic 
circle this summer. These at present 
on exbitition are photographs of the 
Eskimo taken at Mort McPherson, the 
most northerly post of the Hudson’s 
Bay company. The views impart a 
better idea of the Huskies and their 
odd costumes than would be conveyed 
by any written description. They 
show the skin lodges of the Eskimo, 
the summer substitute for the ice 
igioo, and the natives in their reindeer 
skin clothes. This dress, made with 
the fur turned in, does not look unlike 
the sheepskin sacque of the Galician. 
The photographs are very large and 
exceedingly well takea. 

—Word having beer received ai the 
police bayracks here Wednesday of a 
case of «mali pox near the Sturgeon 
river Const. More weut out to investi- 
gate. He returned yesterday having 
discovered a family infected with the 
disease. They were half-breeds named 
Bebrer. There were fourteen in the 
family 2nd all were or had been suffer- 
ing from the disease. They had ‘had 
it all summer. [Investigation showed 
that thev bad seught the contagion 
this spring and moved to tbeir present 
location in order *o avoid being quar- 
antined. One girl was particularly 
marked with the infection. Their lo- 
cation was about twenty-five miles 
from town just beyord the Sturgeon 
at the crossing of *he Landing trail. 
A couple of them were infected at the 
time of Gonst. More's visit. the others 
having pretty well recovered. “They 
have been in town since becoming af- 
fected and have also sold berries 
around ava assisted at threshings 
thereby probably spreading the dis- 
ease. As the position of district medi- 
eal -health officer has been. abolished 
for the summer, the police have tele- 
graphed the facts to Regina, in the 
meantime quarantining the family for 
nine days, by which time it is expected 
all possibility of contagion from them 
will have passed.

CHARACTER OF UNITED 

STATES IMMIGRAIION 

Beadstreets; New York is the 
port at which the bulk of the immi- 
grants enter the United States. Dur- 
ing the last ‘fiscal year, indeed, out 
of 487,918 immigrants entering the 
country no fewer than 453,496 arrived 
at the port of New York. The report 
of the commissioner of immigration 
at that city is, therefore, of special in- 
terest to those .whe desire to be in- 
formed as to the character of that im- 
migratienn, It appears from the re- 
port of commissioner Fitchie just made 
public tha‘ a compamisou of the steer- 
age immigration of Lhe past Lwo years 
show that neariy 30,000 of the increase 
of last year over the year before was 
in the immigration frum southern Italy 
alone. This represents the largest 
numerical increase, but greater re- 
lative gains are noted, from other dis- 
tricts. The Ruthea‘an immigration 
nearly doubled, and the Armenian and 
Syrian, as well as the Greek immi- 
gration, shows ab increase of about 
50 per cent., while the Croatian and 
Dalmatian contributions to our popu- 
lation are credited wiih a, gain of 
about 30 per cent. The further fact 
is elicited that from_ihe high relative 
proportion of the female immigrants 
it may be assumed that these people 
inteod to remain permanently in ube 
United States. The amoguut of money 
per capita brought orer shows an ap- 
preciable increase over last year. At 
the same ‘ime, the conclusion appears 
to be ynavoidable thai our immigra- 
tion is constantly increasing in illiter- 
acy. We are not, only, drawingf more 
and move from th, countries) where 
the percentage of illiteracy is high, but 
the immigran‘s themseives show high- 
er percentages of illiteracy, nearly one- 
half of our steerage immigration pre- 
senting an illiteracy of from 40 to 
over 50 per cent. The deportations 
for the year a marked decrease as 
compared with the year before, num- 
bered 3,059, of which nearly four-fifths 
were registered as being cr likely to 
become public charges. 


It is suggested by Commissioner Fit- 
chie that as a means; of protectio2 
against the coming of convicts, fugi- 
tives {rom justices or anarchists the 
presence of our inspectors abroad 
would be either fuiile or unnecessary. 
These inspectg¢rs, it is pointed out, 
would be dependent upon Jocal police 
authorities for any information of the 
character required, and if mo efforts 
were made to secure it’ the certifi- 
eate) as to the nom-existence of bad 
antecedents would be worthless. If, 
on the other hand, the right to exact 
evidences of an unobjeciionahle police 
record were to be assumed, the com- 
missioner asks why it should not be 
made at once a requisite for admission 
to the country, or the absence of such 
a record upon arriv’l to made prima 
facie evidence of criminziity. It is 
suggested that a precedent to enable 
the immigration officers to exclude ob- 
jeclionabie persons has been already 
established in ‘he amendment to the 
alien contract law, which the courts 
have construed as applying to all the 
excluded classes. There is, it is sub- 
mitted, no reason why the same pro- 
cedure should not be extended to cov- 
er all cases of undesirabie aliens, whe- 
ther of the excluded classes or not, and 
without limitation of time, rroper 
legul saferuards being, of course, pro- 
vided against «buse of the power. As 
substantive recommendations, Mr. 
Fitchie urges *be increase of the head 
tax to $2 and the extension of the per- 
iod of jurisdiction over immigrants 
from two to five) years,

FIGHTING EACH OTHER. 

London, Oct. 16.—The long stand- 
ing feud between the Dutham and 
Worcester regiments of infantry cul- 
minated last wight in a serious af- 
fray at Aldershot, when ithe Wor- 
cesters with fixed bayonets and ball 
cartridges attacked’ the quarters of 
the Durhams. Severe fighting fol- 
lowed, under which many of the men 
were injured. A rumber of Durhams 
are suffering from dangerous bay- 
onet wounds. , 


LT.-COL. HUGHES, M. P. 

Lt.-Col. Hughes, M. P., for North 
Victoria, Ont., arrived on Mondny’s 
train to make a trip of inspection 
through the country lyiog between 
Edmonton and Batileford in thq in- 
terests of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way. He spent Tuesday and Wednes- 
day in Kamonton renewing acquaint- 
ances, with masoy former residents of 
his riding, now of Edmonton, securing 
information regarding <he country to 
the north, south, east end west, tak- 
ing ¢ameta views, and generally keep- 
ing as busy as only he knows how, ‘to 
be. On Thursday he went: to Fort 
Saskatchewan and will proceed east 
from there provably by way of the 
Vermilion to Battleford or vicinity 
and return by way of the old C. P. 'R. 
survey. He will size up the traffic 
producing capabilities of the different 
sections of the region to be traversed, 
and is much surprised; at the showing 
of Edmonton in that line, this being 
his first visit here. 

Col. Hughes kis had ‘a very active 
and chaageful career. He has been 
school teacher, journalist, Canadian 
militia officer, British army officer on 
active service in South, Africa, and is 
sitting member for North Victoria) in 
the House of Commons—a conserva- 
tive. He is a prominent Orangemaan. 
Amongst those who sat under bis min- 
istrations as school teacher ig Mr. 
Fred Ross, of Ross Bros. i 

Col. Hughes was the first Canadian 
officer to suggest raising a Canadian 
contingent for South Africa. The sug- 
gestion was supported by’ the offer to 
raise the force. Gen. Hutton, then ad- 
jutant-general of the Canadian mili- 
tia, took offence at Col. Hughes in this 
connection, and when the contingent 
was raised refused to allow hini a 
place on it, Col. Hughes went to Af- 
rica on his own; account. Without 
backing from any source, and with 
Gen. Hutton’s ill-feeiing against him, 
he secured employment and a respon- 
sible position in the opetatiuns in Gri- 
qualand West. He was chief intellig- 
ence officer puder General Settle there 
for the greater part of a year and 
served with distiaclign. He returned 
to Canada in time ta contest North 
Victoria for which he: had already sat 
several terms, in fhe general elections 
of 1900, and was again successful. He 
sits in parliament as a’ conservative, 


(but is not absoluiely under control 
by the party.

centre of the recent large land pur- 
chases by people from the United 
States. Tne town is building rapidly 
and lots are advancing in price. Prince 
Albert is s‘ill the ‘commercial centre 
of the d'stwct, Iwo flour mills are 
in operation there and, an elevator is 
mow in process of completion. Grain 
deliveries had commenced hefore Mr. 
McLeod 'eft on the 10ih inst. Prince 
Albert is the terminus of the C. P. R. 
branch from Regina and ig assured 
of the Canadian Northern by next fall. 
Consequently the people are confident 
and real estate changes hands at good 
figures. Southeast of Prince Albert 
the Carrot river settlements are on 
the eye of a boom. The. Canadian 
Northern was expected ta have reach- 
ed them this fall but owing to the de- 
lay occasioned by bad weather and the 
necessity of rushing the Rainy river 
section, it has noi done so. Grading 
is being done almost to the edge of the 
settlements, but it is not completed 
and ihe end of the steel is still too 
far in the woods to the eastward to 
allow of the surplus crop finding an 
outlet in that direction. However, as 
railway construction will be very 
brisk in tha‘ region next summer it 
is thought that farmers will he per- 
fectly safe in holding their grain for 
that market. This is said to be one 
of the finest pieces of country in the 
Northwest, and has been settled under 
great «lifficulties because if its dis- 
tance from a railway, The Canadian 
Northern traverses it from end to 
end and will develop it, to the fullest 
extent. Kasi of the farming districts 
of Carrot river there: is a heavily 
wooded country lying along the Red 
Deer river, before the farming coun- 
try of Dauphin is reached. This Wood, 
ed country contains a great deal of 
valuable spruce timber, which is being 
rapidly acquired by mill owners and 
speculators. 
Taken altogether the present con- 
dition of Prince Albert town and dis- 
trict is most satisfactory and the pros- 
pects for the future are excellent.

Indian Advocate. 

The Industrial school at! High river, 
with a capacity of 1206 pupils, had an 
average of 84 pupily for the year end- 
ing June, 1900. For two years past 
the attendarce has considerably de- 
creased, owing to lack of recruits to 
replace discharged pupiis. 

Regina, capacity 140, average 110. 

Red Deer, having accommodation for 
89 pupils, had an average of 60. The 
principal says: Recruiting for these 
schools is becoming a serious matter. 

Qu'Appelle can accommodate 225 
pupils, and had an average of 218. 
Boys, 101; girls, 117., 

Calgary Industrial, which accommo- 
dates only boys, closed the year with 
37 pupils. at 

Battleford, authorized number, 150; 
on the roll at; the end. of the} year, 97. 
During the year only, 2 boys and, 4 girls 
were admitted; while 8 boys and 4 girls 
left the institutioa. { 

St. Boniface, Man., can accommo- 
date 110 children. During winter, 120 
were crowded in, 14 sleeping! over the 
shoe shop. In March, 18 pupils were 
discharged; and in the last quarter 
the attendance fell to 82. 

Rupert's Land Industrial school, Mid- 
dle church, Man., has had a “full 
house,” the report reading thus; The 
attendance has been up to the full ca- 
pacity the whole year, viz., 125, and a 
number of applicants were refused for 
want of space. 

Elkborn, M4n., is authorized to take 
in 100, but in April the inspector found 
in attendance 66. The principal ex- 
plains that, the fire of ‘05, and the sub- 
sequent occupation of rented, buildings 
until Sept. 99, reduced the aitendauce.

Two 
very beautiful exhibi's of pressed wild 
flowers and grasses were shown, by 
Miss Violet Staples and. Miss Pollard.
